WifJifrrthe Soviet Union "' 
and the Sotelite Countries

John Foster Dulles says "events 


may be shaping up to a new and 
intense struggle" within the Soviet 
union and the satellite countries. 


He adds that "Soviet leadership 


is haying to contend with prob-

revolt against the extreme toler- 
ance of S o v i e t 
communism." 
Speaking of Czechoslovakia, Hun- 
gary and Poland. Dulles declares 
that the people of these countries

conformity to a pattern

life 


made for them in Moscow." 


I quote Mr. Dulles because he 


long has been a student of Soviet 
Russian affairs, and 
has

tional opportunities to secure in- 
formation.

United Nations, is Republican ad- 
viser on foreign poliey to Secre- 
tary of State Acheson, and attend- 
ed the Big Four foreign ministers 
council meeting just concluded in 
Paris. Furthermore, his statement 
conforms to predictions which thic 
column has been making. 


The evidence is complete enough 


that there is no place in this day 
and age for totalitarian dictator- 
ships, no matter what ideological 
banner they fly. The rank and file 
won't stand for such regimentation 
indefinitely — especially dictator- 
ships imposed b.y forign nations. 


The. signs multiply that Moscow 


is having difficulties, perhaps 
at 


home but 
certainly 
among 
the 


satellites. The outstanding case, of 
course, is that of the premier Bal- 
kan state of 
Yugoslavia 
which, 


under 
leadership 
of 
hard-boiled 


Marshal Tito, has refused to sur- 
render its sovereignty to Moscow. 
However, there is 
dissension 
in 


other satellites, and purges have 
been reported recently. 


As might be expected, some of 
the worst clashes

If one thinks of the earthly life j 


of Jesus as lived in its Palestinian 
homeland, the Resurrection was its 
triumphant climax. It was not on- 
ly the victory over death, but also 
the victory over the enemies who 
had sought to destroy Him. It was 
the triumph of love and goodness 
over hate and evil. It 
was 
the 


vindication of all that the Master 
had said, and of all that He had 
claimed to be. In that sense 
it 


was a glorious triumph and' clim- 
ax. 


But for the world at large into 


which Jesus had come — "For 
this end was I born, and for this

into the world" 
(John 18:37) — it was not a clim- 
ax, but a beginning.

ing nothing for justice, and mercy, 
and right. So great is this evil, so 
apparently overwhelming and suc- 
cessful, as in the violence of war, 
that is is easy foolishly to under-

organization. He lives and leads in 
the missionaries, many of them in 
the world's dark places, literally 
fulfilling His command; but He 
lives and leads in those whose duty

Of biting back 
a bitter retort. Of giving the soft 
answer that turns away wrath. Of 
using a little diplomacy and side- 
stepping the topics on whicn ihe.y 
know tney disagree. Of paying a 
few judicious compliments. 
I have never known a man 
or 


woman who could not 
be man- 


aged if approached in the 
right 
way. Especially are women easily 
controlled by a man who will take 
the trouble to handle them

case is apparent at the start and 
the court's decision a 
foregone 
conclusion. 


Besides the deportation 
action 


there are criminal charges of per- 
jury and conspiracy arising from 
the deportation job 
which 
was 


rushed through soon after Justic 
William O. Douglas delivered tnc 
majority opinion. 
This 
reversed 


four subordinate decisions 
given 


on the way up and look good care 
of one of the principal proteges of 
the Democratic party at that time. 
Douglas is a political par.tisan of 
a stripe similar to Bridget's own 
and he comes from that far north- 
western

court. Pressman also was 
chief 
counsel of the C. I. O. He was one 
of a group of political 
parasites 


implicated in 
Frankfurter's 
In- 
visible government who last sum-

or degrade him. 


From the tenor of the

Harvard law, of course,

frankfurter man, could vindicate 
Bridges with a straight face.

In all important as- 
pects this blockade is a duplica- 
tion of the Soviet blockade of Ber- 
lin. The same inspiration is present 
the traitor muscovite press from
